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W elcome to Issue 49 of Back 
To Prabhupada (BTP). 
Reactions to our regular chal- 
lenging and exposing of the self- 
proclaimed 'good as God'gurus in 
ISKCON vary — from considering 
it bold, radical and revolutionary, 
to just downright offensive and 
blasphemous (please see one ex- 
ample of this in a reader's letter on 
page 1 0). But the common theme 
is that such actions are consid- 
ered in some way exceptional and 
out of the ordinary. 

In addition to core scriptural 
works such as Bhagavad-gita, 5/7- 
mad-Bhagavatam and Sri Caitan- 
ya-caritamrta, SrTla Prabhupada 
also wrote a number of small 
books that would serve more as 
an introduction to these weighty 
tomes. One such small book was 
Elevation to Krsna Consciousness , 
and there we find the following 
basic instruction: 

"Once Lord Caitanya Maha- 
prabhu said, "You must at least 
have enough sense to test to 
find out who is a spiritual mas- 
ter and who is not." [...] If we 
want to purchase a mango from 
the market, we must at least 
know what type of food a man- 
go is and what it looks like. Sim- 
ilarly, we must have some pre- 
liminary knowledge of the qual- 
ifications for a bona fide spiritu- 
al master." 

Thus, far from being either 
radical or offensive, BTP is engag- 
ing in the most basic of activi- 
ties, as recommended by the Su- 
preme Personality of Godhead, 


Lord Caitanya Himself: having the 
sense to test to find out who is a 
spiritual master and who is not. 

Interestingly, the very GBC gu- 
rus in ISKCON whom we are "test- 
ing", themselves recommend that 
this be done. For example, GBC- 
elected guru HH Varsana Swami 
states: 

"The scriptures and teach- 
ers of all true religions warn 
against false prophets outward- 
ly cloaked as sheep, but inward- 
ly possessing the consciousness 
of ravenous wolves. To detect 
the true identity of real sadhus 
(saintly persons), one must eval- 
uate their words and actions for 
consistency and integrity." 

(HH Varsana Swami, Foreword, Nam- 
acarya, 2010) 

And in the same way that we 
produce papers and books to test 
whether or not the GBC-gurus' 
teachings differ from the teach- 
ings of SrTla Prabhupada, the GBC 
itself does the same. For exam- 
ple, the GBC authorised a paper 
"ISKCON's Position on Narayana 
Maharaja", to compare and con- 
trast how Narayana Maharaja's 
teachings differed from those of 
SrTla Prabhupada. 

However, ISKCON's gurus and 
the GBC certainly do not approve 
of such analysis and testing being 
applied to them. Rather, the prin- 
ciple of testing a supposed guru 
is encouraged by them only as a 
means to target other gurus who 
may pose a challenge to them. 
Hence, this is merely the usu- 
al self-serving hypocritical mo- 


dus operandi that we have come 
to expect from ISKCON's leaders. 
Otherwise, if they were acting on 
a matter of principle rather than 
personal motivation, they would 
be the first to welcome BTP and 
the "guru testing" it provides. Yet, 
such a warm welcome has not ex- 
actly been forthcoming! 

Nor is it the case that only 
those who claim to be gurus in 
ISKCON have some special ex- 
emption from this principle of 
needing to test the guru! Espe- 
cially when we consider that eve- 
rything BTP has written regard- 
ing the lack of authorisation and 
qualification of ISKCON's GBC gu- 
rus has been shown to be cor- 
rect and remains unchallenged 
(please see article on page 15 for 
more on this). 

That such a basic action of 
testing all gurus is essential, is 
emphasised by SrTla Prabhupada 
when he explains how "practical- 
ly everyone", "millions", have been 
cheated by fake gurus: 

Reporter: "I wondered how 
many people you think might 
have been taken in by fake gurus." 

Srila Prabhupada: "Practical- 
ly everyone. [Laughter.] There is no 
question of counting. Everyone." 

Reporter: "This would mean 
thousands of people, wouldn't it?" 

Srila Prabhupada: "Millions. 
Millions have been cheated, be- 
cause they want to be cheated." 
(The Science of Self Realization) 
Thank you and Hare Krsna.

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Radhanath’s Rtvik Illusion

S rila Prabhupada had largely 
delegated the performance of 
initiations to others such as tem- 
ple presidents, GBCs and sarmya- 
s/s. Thus, for example, in February 
1973 and January 1974, current 
GBC-elected guru HH Radhanath 
Swami ("RIMS") received both first 
and second initiation through HH 
Kirtanananda Swami ("KS"). And 
on July 9th, 1 977, this situation was 
formalised when Srila Prabhupada 
appointed "rtviks" who would be 
responsible for conducting all as- 
pects of initiation. But in all cases 
the initiate would be Srila Prabhu- 
pada's disciple and not that of the 
representative conducting the ini- 
tiation. And Srila Prabhupada nev- 
er stated that his disciples would 
become the disciples of the rtvik 
representatives as soon as he left 
the planet. Yet, RNS teaches the 
opposite. All emphases added. 

Radhanath's rtvik myth 

In a lecture on his website, 
RNS states: 

"The rtvik guru has a very 
formal place besides being a 
siksa guru. That is, he is giving 
that formal initiation on behalf 
of the supreme guru of your life. 
Therefore, there is a formal con- 
nection with him, just as there 
is with your diksa guru . When 
and if the diksa guru leaves the 
planet, the rtvik guru becomes 
fully your guru. You become his 
disciple, with all formalities . [...] 
So the formal position of a rtvik 
guru must be taken very seri- 
ously." 

RNS claims that after Srila 
Prabhupada physically departed, 
his disciples actually became the 
disciples of the "rtviks" who con- 
ducted initiations on Srila Prabhu- 
pada's behalf! This is a sheer fabri- 
cation, as Srila Prabhupada never 
stated this. Rather, as already es- 
tablished, Srila Prabhupada only 
stated that his disciples would be 
his disciples, and that's all. This 
concocted belief of RNS is con- 


sistent with his decision in 1986 
to leave ISKCON and become a 
follower of KS, who founded a 
breakaway cult. (KS, who was lat- 
er sentenced to 20 years in prison, 
and convicted of child abuse by 
ISKCON, had been expelled from 
ISKCON as he had been consid- 
ered too deviant even for them!). 
RNS had decided to follow him 
blindly like a disciple, and, as es- 
tablished in the previous section, 
KS, though not officially as a "rtvik", 
was the representative who gave 
RNS initiation on behalf of Srila 
Prabhupada'. 

And Radhanath Swami did ac- 
cept KS as his sannyasa guru, be- 
cause of which he was able to 
claim that he is a "Swami". 

The real Initiator 

Srila Prabhupada states: 

"If you are serious, that is 
real initiation. If you have un- 
derstood this Krsna philosophy 
and if you have decided that 
you will take Krsna conscious- 
ness seriously and preach the 
philosophy to others, that is 
your initiation." 

(Srila Prabhupada Conversation, Back 
To Godhead, Issue 49, 1 972) 

Thus, actual initiation occurs 
when there is a change in con- 
sciousness, involving a person un- 
derstanding Krishna conscious- 
ness, taking it seriously and de- 
ciding to preach it to others. In the 
July/August 201 5 issue of Back To 
Godhead, ISKCON's official maga- 
zine, a devotee describes how Srila 
Prabhupada was responsible for 
this happening to him: 

"(I) set up a book table out- 
side an Indian grocery store. Be- 
fore I went I prayed to the mur- 
ti (image) of Srila Prabhupada. 
feeling that His Divine Grace 
was listening to me and bless- 
ing me to distribute his books . 
[...] Never before had I felt so 
connected to the Lord. I felt that 
Lord Krishna was pleased by 
this service. [...] From then on I 


distributed Srila Prabhupada's 
books every day — and read 
them too. Miraculously, I was 
now able to understand them 
and relish them in a way that 
had previously escaped me . I 
would listen to Srila Prabhu- 
pada's lectures and read his let- 
ters as well, [...] and had the an- 
swers to all my questions in life. 
[...] I was becoming Krishna con- 
scious. awakening to ultimate 
reality ." 

After this had happened, at his 
first meeting with RNS, RNS told 
him that: 

"initiation had already tak- 
en place in my heart and the re- 
maining formalities could wait." 

Thus, RNS is correctly confirm- 
ing, as just established, that the 
initiation had already taken place, 
even though the "initiation for- 
malities" had not. 

Radhanath's rtvik switch 

RNS later completed these "in- 
itiation formalities". RNS should 
then have explained: 

a) Based on what had hap- 
pened, Srila Prabhupada was re- 
sponsible for the initiation that 
had already occurred. 

b) Thus, he could only have 
been performing the initiation for- 
malities on behalf of Srila Prabhu- 
pada, since the latter had already 
given initiation, and therefore he 
was only acting as a representa- 
tive or "rtvik" for Srila Prabhupada. 

c) Therefore, Srila Prabhupada, 
and not RNS, was the diksa guru. 

In addition, with RNS having 


claimed that this initiation had 
taken place non-physically in the 
"heart", he could not then use Srila 
Prabhupada's physical absence 
as being a barrier to Srila Prabhu- 
pada having given this initiation. 
However, RNS claimed this devo- 
tee as a disciple for himself. 

The initiate explained that 
what RNS told him at their first 
meeting: 

"was the same message Srila 
Prabhupada had spoken to me 
in the first lecture I had heard so 
many months before". 

Srila Prabhupada had stated 
that his senior disciples who help 
others in Krishna consciousness 
by repeating the same message 
Srila Prabhupada teaches, are 
siksa gurus, while he, Srila Prabhu- 
pada, is the diksa guru: 

"The GBC should all be the 
instructor gurus. I am the ini- 
tiator guru, and you should be 
the instructor guru by teaching 
what I am teaching and doing 
what I am doing." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 4/8/75) 

Therefore, at best, RNS is a rt- 
vik and siksa guru, while Srila 
Prabhupada is the diksa guru. 
But RNS has switched labels and 
claimed to be the diksa guru, with 
Srila Prabhupada being only the 
siksa guru. 

Conclusion 

Thinking that the rtvik be- 
comes the diksa guru, or that 
while one is actually functioning 
as a rtvik he is the diksa guru, is 
the real rtvik illusion.

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Rtvik Illusion Case Study 


W e present a case study of the 
rtvik illusion of a rtvik preten- 
ding to be a diksa guru. Quotes in 
the shaded boxes below are from 
a "Special Initiation Class" given by 
GBC-elected guru hoaxer, Kripa- 
moya Dasa ("KMD") on 19/7/15, 
during an initiation ceremony over 
which he was presiding at ISKCON 
UK Headquarters, Bhaktivedanta 
Manor. All emphases added. 

Rtvik admission 

"Are you a rtvik ? I see. Today he's 
my rtvik!' 

KMD is presiding'over an initi- 
ation ceremony, and here he ad- 
dresses a devotee who was assist- 
ing him with this ceremony as his 
rtvik (representative). 

"Prabhupada, you have come to 
his lotus feet. On behalf of him I 
ask you the question: what are the 
four regulative principles?" 

And here, a little later in the 
ceremony, KMD admits that he is 
acting on behalf of SrTla Prabhu- 
pada, which would mean by the 
statement KMD made just a little 
earlier, that he was acting as SrTla 
Prabhupada's rtvik. And earlier in 
the lecture, KMD admitted this: 

"So Prabhupada is taking all of 
us, all of us, all of his followers, 
because it is a fact that the man- 
tras we give are given by him, the 
teachings we give are given by 
him, the discernments on how to 
live life, the perspective on what's 
right and what's wrong, have all 
been given by him". 

However, despite these ad- 
missions, the net result of the cer- 
emony was that all the initiates 
were falsely claimed by KMD as 
being his disciples, rather than dis- 
ciples of SrTla Prabhupada. 

Disciples only agents 

"But in GangadevT's [an ISKCON 
devotee] case, the Hare Krishna 
mantra was given by a group of 


people who were sent directly 
from SrTla Prabhupada to chant 
in London. She then gave me the 
Hare Krishna mantra through the 
television set, through the BBC 
channel. So in effect, she becomes 
the spiritual master. So there's a 
little confusion here today. Who is 
actually initiating who? Who gets 
the spiritual master? Is she the 
spiritual master because she's al- 
ready given me the Mahamantra ?" 

KMD explains the Hare Krishna 
mantra was given by disciples of 
SrTla Prabhupada to others. KMD 
then asks the question, who is ac- 
tually the guru who is initiating 
others in this case? In all these cas- 
es, SrTla Prabhupada became the 
initiating or diksa guru. Thus, even 
though SrTla Prabhupada's disci- 
ples may be physically distribut- 
ing the Hare Krishna mantra, SrTla 
Prabhupada still remains the diksa 
guru, as proven by these examples 
provided by KMD himself. SrTla 
Prabhupada confirms this: 

"My disciples are my agents, 
my representatives, so by hear- 
ing it from them, you are receiv- 
ing it from me . And because you 
are a sincere soul, those who are 
hearing the Mantra from you 
are receiving it in disciplic suc- 
cession, from Lord Caitanya and 
from Lord Krishna." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 6/3/68) 

Rtvik pretender 

"Sometimes people have said, 
"How can you be a guru, if SrTla 
Prabhupada is the guru?", which 
is a very relevant question. But in 
1967, -68, -69, -71, -73 right here 
in London, -74, -75, -76, and 1977, 
SrTla Prabhupada said that his 
own disciples would give the Hare 
Krishna mantra to others." 

KMD now directly addresses 
the hoax he is enacting. Since he 
steals the initiates from this cere- 
mony as his disciples, how can he 
be the guru, when actually it is SrTla 


Prabhupada who is the guru? 
KMD claims that it is because SrTla 
Prabhupada had authorised his 
disciples to give the Hare Krishna 
mantra. But we just saw KMD ad- 
mitting, and SrTla Prabhupada ex- 
plaining, that SrTla Prabhupada's 
disciples giving the mantra to oth- 
ers still leaves SrTla Prabhupada as 
their diksa guru. Thus, KMD assist- 
ing in the formal handing over of 
the Hare Krishna mantra at the ini- 
tiation he is presiding over, known 
technically as "first" or “harina- 
ma (Holy Name)" initiation, does 
not make him a diksa guru. It only 
makes him a rtvik, who then pre- 
tends to be a diksa guru! 

"But when Prabhupada initiated 
me in 1975 he wrote a letter to 
the temple president [...] he said 
-'Your job is to make sure that he 
rises early in the morning, that he 
reads my books, that he practic- 
es all the disciplines, that he goes 
on sahkirtan .' So Prabhupada was 
entrusting his representative to 
teach his disciples." 

KMD then offers an example to 
support his diksa guruship argu- 
ments by explaining how it means 
"SrTla Prabhupada was entrust- 
ing his representative to teach 
his disciples". But in this example, 
SrTla Prabhupada still remained 
the diksa (initiating) guru, with 
the temple president acting as a 
siksa (instructing) guru on SrTla 
Prabhupada's behalf! 

Diksa guru must be 
authorised 

"How can you possibly be a guru 
after SrTla Prabhupada? [...] There 
was a similar question when Ra- 
manujacarya departed this world. 
When he departed this world he 
had to leave his teachings with 
his followers so that they in turn 
would have their followers, their 
followers, like that. So he chose 
74. He chose 74." 

In desperation, KMD relies on 
an example from a completely

different movement to justify his 
guru hoax. But this example, even 
if correct, does not help him since 
KMD claims 74 "successors" were 
specifically authorised by their 
diksa guru by being chosen. But 
neither KMD nor any of his over 70 
guru hoaxer colleagues in ISKCON 
were chosen by SrTla Prabhupada 
to be diksa guru successors. 

Indeed, the very fact that the 
GBC has its own system of author- 
ising diksa guru successors via a 
majority vote is proof that SrTla 
Prabhupada did not authorise any 
diksa guru successors. Because if 
he had, the GBC would just rely 
on that authorisation from SrTla 
Prabhupada. Nor did SrTla Prabhu- 
pada authorise the GBC to vote in 
diksa gurus. Thus, it has to invent 
its own system of authorisation. 
KMD himself had been giving the 
Hare Krishna mantra to others for 
over 30 years after SrTla Prabhu- 
pada physically departed, and yet 
he never became a diksa guru un- 
til he got authorisation via GBC 
vote. So his own example proves 
that diksa gurus are created by the 
GBC, and not by SrTla Prabhupada 
having authorised that those giv- 
ing the mantra to others automat- 
ically became diksa gurus. 

Conclusion 

Acting as a rtvik at an initia- 
tion ceremony and passing on the 
mantra makes one a rtvik, not a 
diksa guru! Only the rtvik illusion 
makes one think otherwise.

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GBC Founder-^ca/jfl Seminar Defeats Itself 


4 "Founder-/4ca/y</seminar auth- 

xmorised by the Srlla Prabhu- 
pada Position Committee ("SPPC"), 

which is part of the ISKCON GBC 
Strategic Planning Network, is 

currently being conducted through- 
out ISKCON. The quotes in the 
shaded boxes below present ex- 
tracts from this seminar. Empha- 
ses below have been added. 

Founder -Acarya title 

"we want to take a look at the last 
sentimental misconception about 
SrTla Prabhupada. I call it "Diksa- 
Guru-Forever". Ironically, when we 
apa-siddhantically coronate our 
Founder -Acarya as the perpetual 
diksa guru in ISKCON, forever, for 
all generations, we actually mini- 
mise his position, because when 
SrTla Prabhupada for example 
would introduce himself to peo- 
ple or groups, he would identify 
himself as the Founder -Acarya of 
ISKCON. He would never say, "My 
name is Bhaktivedanta Swami, I'm 
the diksa guru of ISKCON."" 

This statement reveals the ac- 
tual purpose of this seminar — to 
ensure that devotees do not ac- 
cept SrTla Prabhupada as their 
diksa guru, stating this would be 
an apasiddhanta or philosophical 
deviation. It is claimed that SrTla 
Prabhupada only used his"Found- 
er -Acarya", rather than his diksa 
guru, title to convey his position 
in ISKCON. But his position includ- 
ed being ISKCON's diksa guru: 

"Yes, I am the spiritual mas- 
ter of this institution, and all the 
members of the Society, they're 
supposed to be my disciples . 
They follow the rules and regu- 
lations which I ask them to fol- 
low, and they are initiated by 
me spiritually." 

(Radio Interview, 12/3/68) 

Therefore, if the Founder- 
Acarya title alone was used to con- 
vey SrTla Prabhupada's position in 
ISKCON, then it would have to in- 
clude his diksa guru role, as that 


was (and is) also his position in 
ISKCON. And the SPPC's own 
booklet, Srila Prabhupada: The 
Founder-kcarya of ISKCON, accepts 
that SrTla Prabhupada's position as 
Founder- Acarya includes him act- 
ing as diksa guru. Please see here: 

www.iskconirm.com/FA 

Therefore, SrTla Prabhupada 
would also remain diksa guru as 
long as he was Founder -Acarya, 
which was for all time in ISKCON. 
Thus, this argument for the prom- 
inent use of the Founder-Acd/ya 
title actually establishes, rather 
than defeats, SrTla Prabhupada's 
diksa guru position! 

Collapse contradiction 

"as glorious as it was that SrTla 
Prabhupada initiated some 4800 
of us back in the day, way back 
when, it's more significant that he 
is the Founder -Acarya of ISKCON 
for all time, for all generations. 
[. . .] So we always have to remem- 
ber that he is our foundation. [...] 
if that foundation isn't kept nicely, 
everything collapses. And we've 
seen that historically with disas- 
trous results." 

The statement above contin- 
ues on immediately after the ex- 
tract just quoted. It claims that 
accepting SrTla Prabhupada as 
ISKCON's diksa guru would some- 
how not maintain the "founda- 
tion" that SrTla Prabhupada is the 
Founder -Acarya. And that when 
this foundation is not main- 
tained, we have seen "historical- 
ly with disastrous results" how 
everything "collapses". But these 
"disastrous results" from histo- 
ry happened not because SrTla 
Prabhupada was kept as ISKCON's 
diksa guru, but because he was 
not, and instead replaced by a 
whole bunch of substitute gurus 
who actually perpetrated these 
"disastrous results". 

Therefore, the exact oppo- 
site of what actually happened is 
claimed! 


Quote contradiction 

"And now Prabhupada ends by 
making an extraordinary state- 
ment, because he didn't say he's 
going to be gone by then, but he 
says: "Maybe by 1975", and per- 
haps he's still going to be on the 
planet — it's 1969 he's saying this 
— "Maybe by 1 975 all of my dis- 
ciples will be allowed to initiate 
and increase the numbers of the 
generations." 

The section in bold is taken 
verbatim from a letter written by 
SrTla Prabhupada, and is quoted 
to support the "No SrTla Prabhu- 
pada as diksa guru" thesis quot- 
ed in the previous sections. How- 
ever, the SPPC's own "Founder- 
Acarya" booklet mentioned earlier, 
quotes on page 99 another letter 
from SrTla Prabhupada in 1975 it- 
self, which states that it is the "law 
of disciplic succession" that a dis- 
ciple cannot initiate in the physi- 
cal presence of his guru (Letter to 
Tusta Krsna, 2/1 2/75). Therefore, 
the SPPC itself accepts that the 
above quote about allowing SrTla 
Prabhupada's disciples to "initi- 
ate by 1975", can only have been 
referring to initiating on SrTla 
Prabhupada's behalf as represent- 
atives. And history shows this is 
exactly what happened, with SrTla 
Prabhupada empowering his dis- 
ciples to conduct initiations on his 
behalf by chanting on beads, per- 
forming the initiation ceremony 
and later also formally accepting 
disciples for SrTla Prabhupada and 
giving spiritual names. While not 
one disciple was authorised to ac- 
cept any disciples for himself. 

Srlla Prabhupada's 
position 

"from the Sr/ Sastra [...] we have 
these symptoms of a Founder- 
Acarya, [...] that he's the deliverer 
of everyone. [. . .] And he's assisted 
by those who succeed him in time 
by upakaraka. [...] they're bene- 
factor gurus." 



Srlla Prabhupada: ISKCON's 
Founder -Acarya and diksa guru 


The above symptoms of a 
Founder -Acarya as the "deliverer" 
are also the symptoms of a bona 
fide diksa guru: 

"The spiritual master in- 
itiates the disciple to deliver 
him, and if the disciple executes 
the order of the spiritual mas- 
ter and does not offend other 
Vaisnavas, his path is clear." 

(Cc., Madhya-lila, 1 .21 8) 

Therefore, SrTla Prabhupada 
as the Founder -Acarya delivering 
everyone also supports him act- 
ing as the diksa guru. 

And the seminar is forced to 
quote the teachings of a com- 
pletely different sampradaya {Sri 
Sastra) because if it actually quot- 
ed SrTla Prabhupada, it would be 
forced to accept the actual sys- 
tem of "gurus" that SrTla Prabhu- 
pada set up to assist him: 

" The GBC should a ll be the 
instructor gurus. I am the ini- 
tiator guru, and you should be 
the instructor guru by teaching 
what I am teaching and doing 
what I am doing." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 4/8/75) 
Thus, SrTla Prabhupada re- 
mains the initiating {diksa) guru, 
with others acting as instructing 
{siksa) gurus. 


Conclusion 

The continued attempts by 
the GBC to "educate" devotees 
that SrTla Prabhupada is not, and 
cannot be, their diksa guru, are de- 
feated by the statements of SrTla 
Prabhupada and the GBC itself. 
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40 Years of Cheating 


A new book entitled The Guru & 
Disciple Book, which no less 
than 17 GBC members and gu- 
rus "helped write" (according to 
its Acknowledgements section) 
was recently published. In the 
Foreword to this book, GBC mem- 
ber and guru HH Bhakti Vijna- 
na Goswami ("BVG") claims it 
will address what is a "controver- 
sial" subject matter. Quotes in the 
shaded panels are from this book. 

Still not resolved 

"it deals with many important is- 
sues, many of which are large- 
ly unresolved in the circles of the 
Krishna consciousness movement. 
Why do we need a living guru? Is it 
not enough to have SrTla Prabhu- 
pada as the guru for all?" 

(BVG, Foreword) 

This is a stark admission. Whe- 
ther SrTla Prabhupada can contin- 
ue to remain ISKCON's diksa guru 
"for all" or must be replaced with 
"living" (meaning henceforward 
"physically present") gurus is the 
key issue facing the movement. 
Yet, a GBC member confesses that 
this issue is "largely unresolved 
in the circles of the Krishna con- 
sciousness movement". However, 
at the same time, for the last al- 
most 40 years the GBC has been 
running the ISKCON movement 
based on the assumptions that: 
a) SrTla Prabhupada is not the 
guru for everyone; 

b) He must instead be re- 
placed with gurus who are "living". 

Yet, the rational course of ac- 
tion would be to: 

i) First completely resolve an issue; 
ii) Then act. 

Instead, a back-to-front course 
of action has been taken: 
i) First a "living guru" program is 
run; 

ii) Then, almost 40 years later, a 
book is written which claims to 
resolve if such a course of action 
should even have been taken! 
Such back-to-front, topsy-tur- 


vy actions are characteristic of the 
age of Kali (quarrel and hypocrisy) 
in which we live: 

"Therefore, by the influence 
of the age of Kali, everywhere, 
politically, socially or religious- 
ly, everything is topsy-turvy, 
and therefore for the sane man 
it is all regrettable" 
(Srimad-Bhagavatam, 1.16.22) 

However, the Krishna con- 
sciousness movement is sup- 
posed to be combatting this in- 
fluence of Kali, not manifesting it! 
Therefore, by not first fully resolv- 
ing this issue before implement- 
ing it, the GBC has run the risk of 
running the wrong system for 40 
years. And, as we shall show, that 
is exactly what they have been 
doing! 

Srila Prabhupada for all 

The following facts demon- 
strate that the issue is actually re- 
solved: 

a) Virtually the entire lead- 
ership of the Krishna conscious- 
ness movement has had no "liv- 
ing guru" for almost 40 years. 

b) Many in this same group 
of devotees were relatively new 
devotees when SrTla Prabhupada 
physically departed. Yet they 
claim that they were able many 
years later to miraculously trans- 
form themselves into the most 
spiritually advanced "good as 
God" gurus, without the need for 
any"living"guru! Rather, they only 
had the help of SrTla Prabhupada 
as the guru. 

One good example of this 
is the very author of this "Guru 
& Disciple" book, GBC-elected 
guru, Kripamoya Dasa ("KMD"). 
KMD had only been a devotee for 
2 years when SrTla Prabhupada 
physically departed, and admits 
that he had basically no physical 
association with SrTla Prabhupada: 

"you (Srlla Prabhupada) re- 
plied “Jaya" [...] That was the 
only word you said to me direct- 
ly [...] One word spoken thirty 


years previously". 

(KMD, Vyasa-puja Offering to Srila 
Prabhupada, 2007) 

Thus, by their own actions, 
these GBC gurus are effectively 
accepting that: 

a) No"living"guru is required. 

b) SrTla Prabhupada is suffi- 
cient as the guru. 

Hence, for these same GBC 
gurus to then demand that we 
accept them rather than SrTla 
Prabhupada as the guru, on the 
plea that the guru must be "liv- 
ing" is just more "topsy-turvy" 
Kali-yuga madness. 

Indeed, as we shall see, the 
book neither does, nor can, of- 
fer any evidence to claim that we 
must follow a "living" guru pro- 
gram that the GBC gurus them- 
selves are not following. 

3 steps back to Prabhupada 

All the book manages to 
achieve is confirmation of the IRM's 
position that SrTla Prabhupada re- 
mains the diksa guru "for all" in 
ISKCON by having established a rt- 
vik representative system of initia- 
tion. It does this by making 3 key 
admissions: 

Step 1 : Rtviks only 
"In July 1977, he (SrTla Prabhu- 
pada) lists eleven names of disci- 
ples [...] The letter does not ap- 
point the eleven as gurus, it mere- 
ly appoints them as continental 
representatives". 

It is accepted that SrTla Prabhu- 
pada appointed 11 disciples to 
act only as continental represent- 
atives ( rtviks ) who would help 
make initiated disciples for SrTla 
Prabhupada. 

Step 2: No gurus 
"In May 1977, SrTla Prabhupada 
said that he would select some of 
his disciples to act as guru, but by 
November the only selection that 
vaguely resembled anything like 
that was the choosing of eleven to 
act as continental representatives 
in the matter of initiation." 

Regardless of the truth of 



the claim made here, that SrTla 
Prabhupada would select some 
disciples to act as guru, it is con- 
ceded that no such selection ever 
took place. Rather, the only se- 
lection made was for rtviks, who 
were to make disciples for SrTla 
Prabhupada. Thus, SrTla Prabhu- 
pada did not authorise any gurus, 
but did authorise rtviks. 

Step 3: Rtviks remain 
"It was a simple assumption to 
make that SrTla Prabhupada's 
passing automatically promoted 
those eleven into the role of guru." 

Having already accepted that 
only rtviks, and not gurus, were 
authorised, it is conceded that 
these rtviks only stopped acting 
as rtviks because it was falsely as- 
sumed that the rtviks should be 
promoted to gurus. Thus, if we re- 
move this assumption, the pro- 
motion is also removed, and the 
rtviks therefore remain as rtviks. 

Thus, in summary: 

1) SrTla Prabhupada only se- 
lected rtviks. 

2 ) He did not select gurus. 

3) The rtviks should not have 
changed into gurus. 

Conclusion 

As is now customary, when- 
ever the GBC and gurus make any 
attempt to defeat SrTla Prabhu- 
pada's position as ISKCON's diksa 
guru, they only end up achieving 
the exact opposite! And this book 
is no different. It is not possible to 
defeat the truth, and therefore by 
continuing to attempt to do so, 
ISKCON's leaders simply continue 
to make fools of themselves.

O n page 3 we highlighted how 
prominent ISKCON guru and 
GBC HH Radhanath Swami ("RIMS") 

usurps SrTla Prabhupada's position 
as ISKCON's diksa guru by engag- 
ing in the guru hoax. In addition, 
RNS also runs his own mission 
which engages in deviant cheat- 
ing activities. All emphases added. 

Yoga cheating 

Please see the invitation fly- 
er opposite, issued by the ISKCON 
temple in Chowpatty, Mumbai, 
India. The website of this temple 
states that it operates "under the 
guidance of His Holiness Radhan- 
ath Swami", and indeed RNS is also 
the GBC for this temple. As the in- 
vitation makes clear, this temple 
is running "Regular Yoga Classes" 
inside the temple's own "Bhakti 
Vedant Hall", whose sole purpose 
is to "burn fat, tone up and get 
free from all mental and physical 
stress". Yet, SrTla Prabhupada spe- 
cifically condemns offering such 
material activities in the name of 
"Yoga " as cheating: 

"It is not that one attends 
yoga classes to reduce fat or to 
keep the body fit for sense grat- 
ification. This is not the goal of 
yoga, but people are taught this 
way because they want to be 
cheated . [...] The real purpose 
for practicing yoga is to realize 
that I am not this body." 

(The Path of Perfection, Chapter 8) 
Yet, an ISKCON temple that is 
supposed to be used exclusively 
for preaching SrTla Prabhupada's 
teachings, is being used instead to 
offer such cheating Yoga. And by 
allowing the use of ISKCON's name 
and temple, RNS is sanctioning of- 
fering these cheating activities in 
SrTla Prabhupada's name. 

Education cheating 

On his website RNS promotes 
a regular government-sanctioned 
academic school: 

"Gopal's Garden High School, 
guided by Radhanath Swami, 


aims to build that proper char- 
acter. Located in suburban Mum- 
bai, the school is affiliated with 
the University of Cambridge and 
has 1 78 students enrolled." 

On his website RNS also pro- 
motes a statement which claims 
that this activity is based on the 
"vision of SrTla Prabhupada" as giv- 
en by RNS: 

"Gopal's Garden School was 
established in July 2001 . The vi- 
sion of Srila Prabhupada was 
given to us by Radhanath Swa- 
mi and based on this vision we 
framed our mission statement 
and school objectives." 

- Principal, Gopal's Garden School 
But such schools are not au- 
thorised by SrTla Prabhupada: 

"It is not sannyasi business. 
For starting a school, the gov- 
ernment is there". 

(Room Conversation, 30/7/73) 

"Our school will not be gov- 
ernment recognized because 
we cannot follow the govern- 
ment syllabus. We want to teach 
only Krishna Consciousness ." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 12/4/72) 
Thus, not only does RNS devi- 
ate from SrTla Prabhupada's teach- 
ings, but he cheats by claiming 
that this deviation is authorised 
by SrTla Prabhupada. 

Philanthropy cheating 

In addition to running a 
school, RNS also promotes a whole 
host of philanthropic projects, and 
in an interview he spoke about 
them as follows: 

"We have a hospital. We do a 
lot of charitable eye camps and 
other such medical work [...] 


And for this purpose we started 
Bhaktivedanta Hospital, named 
after our beloved guru ACB- 
SP, who taught us to be instru- 
ments of compassion for the 
body, mind and soul." 

(RNS interview, 13/7/10) 

He claims that such activities 
are based on SrTla Prabhupada's 
teachings regarding "compas- 
sion for the body". But such ac- 
tivities are not authorised by SrTla 
Prabhupada: 

"They are very much puffed 
up, that "We are doing this, 
opening hospital and school, 
and philanthropism, national- 
ism." Is there any such thing in 
the Bhagavad-gital Is there any 
advice that " You open hospital, 
school and do this philanthrop- 
ic work"? No ." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 3/8/73) 

Thus, again, not only does RNS 
deviate from SrTla Prabhupada's 
teachings, but he cheats by claim- 
ing that this deviation is author- 
ised by SrTla Prabhupada. 

Philosophical cheating 

RNS glorifies a number of non- 
Krishna consciousness teachers: 

"Anandamayi Ma was like a 
mother to me. Neem Keroli Baba, 
his joyfulness, his enthusiasm to 
give God's love [...] Swami Rama, 
Swami Muktananda, J. Krishna- 
murti, Satyanarayan Goenka-ji 
of Vipassana meditation teach- 
ing, [...] I met with Swami Satch- 
idananda and BKS Iyengar [...] 
I met His Divine Grace Srila 
Prabhupada. [...] In his teach- 
ings I found a wisdom that in- 
cluded all that I had learned 


from these other teachers . I am 
still trying to share the precious 
gifts that he gave me and all of 
these other great saints, what 
they have given me ". 

(RNS interview, 13/7/10) 

1) RNS calls these teachers 
"great saints", and their teachings 
"precious gifts" which he is trying 
to share along with SrTla Prabhu- 
pada's teachings. 

2) However, these teachers 
preach philosophies that are in 
contradiction to SrTla Prabhu- 
pada's teachings and that do not 
accept that Krishna is the Su- 
preme Personality of Godhead. In- 
deed, one of them does not even 
accept the guru: 

Srila Prabhupada: "Nowa- 
days, some of the rascals, they are 
preaching openly that you haven't 
got to go to a guru. Huh? Is it not?" 

Indian man: "Krishnamurti 
is..." 

Srila Prabhupada: "Yes, this 
rascal was speaking like that." 

(Morning Walk, 20/1 2/75) 

3) Thus, their teachings are 
not part of SrTla Prabhupada's 
teachings, but RNS claims what he 
learned from them is "included" in 
the teachings of SrTla Prabhupada. 

Thus, RNS promotes a false 
equivalence between SrTla Prabhu- 
pada and these teachers, whom 
he calls "great saints", as if they are 
on the same level: both are giving 
"precious gifts" which he is shar- 
ing, and the teachings he learned 
from them are included within 
SrTla Prabhupada's teachings. 

Conclusion 

These deviations are based on 
compromising SrTla Prabhupada's 
teachings in order to gain popu- 
larity by appealing to what pleas- 
es the general public. It is bad 
enough that RNS engages in these 
deviations. But he should at least 
have the honesty and integrity to 
completely separate these devia- 
tions from the pure teachings of 
SrTla Prabhupada.

It was a pleasant surprise, consid- 
ering that we keep Hridayananda 
Maharaja's feet to the fire as much 
as the GBC's! 

2) You have said that SrTla 
Prabhupada, for the next 9,500 
years, would "overshadow" any 
other link in the disciplic succes- 
sion. If you believe this, then you 
would have to also believe that for 
the next 9,500 years he would also 
"overshadow" any other link in 
terms of being able to keep "Lord 
Caitanya's movement alive". There- 
fore, according to your own belief, 
SrTla Prabhupada can keep the 
disciplic succession alive as its cur- 
rent link for the next 9,500 years. 
After all, it is in any case Srita 
Prabhupada's books and teach- 
ings, and the movement he gave, 
that are the only things keeping 
Lord Caitanya's movement alive. 
His disciples are contributing at 


most the same as they did when 
SrTla Prabhupada was physical- 
ly present — they distribute SrTla 
Prabhupada's books, teachings 
and instructions, and simply tell 
others to follow (or they should be 
doing this!). Thus, there is no rea- 
son or need for them to also usurp 
SrTla Prabhupada's position as 
ISKCON's diksa guru. 

3) You say "the exact same sce- 
nario" occurred with the GaudTya 
Matha. But this is not a fact. In 
the case of the GaudTya Matha, 
SrTla Bhaktisiddhanta SarasvatT 
Thakura had specifically author- 
ised a successor acarya, as well as 
the method by which he would 
emerge: 

"His idea was acarya was not 
to be nominated amongst the 
governing body. He said open- 
ly you make a GBC and conduct 
the mission. So his idea was 
amongst the members of GBC 
who would come out successful 
and self effulgent acarya would 
be automatically selected" 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 28/4/74) 

"His idea was "Let them man- 
age; then whoever will be actual 
qualified for becoming acarya, 
they will elect. Why I should en- 
force upon them?" That was 
his plan. "Let them manage by 
strong governing body, as it is 
going on. Then acarya will come 
by his qualifications" 

(Room Conversation, 21/9/73) 

However, in the case of SrTla 
Prabhupada and ISKCON, the sit- 
uation is completely different. 
SrTla Prabhupada established 
that he would remain the Acarya 
of ISKCON for the duration of 
ISKCON, through his position as 
the Founder -Acarya of ISKCON 
(Found er-Acarya = Founder + 
Acarya). Thus, there is no question 
of any successor acarya emerging 
in ISKCON. We have demonstrat- 
ed that the GBC has accepted this 
in our book Srila Prabhupada: The 
Founder- Acarya of ISKCON, which

Editor replies: 

1) Blasphemy is not defined 
as "speaking the truth" about 
someone. On the contrary, Srlla 
Prabhupada defines blasphemy 
as the making of false , not truth- 
ful, statements (emphases added): 

"So Krsna says in two ways 
that "If you don't fight, then your 
enemies will blaspheme you." 
Avacya-vadams ca vadisyanti 
bahun. "They'll concoct manu- 
facture some blasphemy against 
you." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Lecture, 4/9/73) 

"Another story fabricated to 
defame Srlla Jlva Gosvami states 
[...] This story is another igno- 


minious example of blasphemy 
against a guru and Vaisnava. 
Such a story should never be ac- 
cepted as authoritative." 

(Cc., Adi-hla , 1 0.85) 

"Nityananda as expansion 
of Radharanl, but that is not the 
fact . Nityananda is Balarama. 
We have to know from mahaja- 
na. We cannot manufacture our 
own idea. That is blasphemy, so- 
hajiya. Yata mat tata pat." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Lecture, 26/3/75) 

2) BTP does not contain any 
false statements, only truthful 
ones. Therefore, BTP does not blas- 
pheme devotees, and reading BTP 
does not lead one to commit the 
first offence against the chanting 
of the Holy Name. 

3) BTP does, however, coun- 
teract false statements about Srlla 
Prabhupada and his teachings. 

4) Therefore, rather than com- 
mit blasphemy, BTP works to pre- 
vent it. Thus, a person who is op- 
posed to blasphemy would sup- 
port BTP f not oppose it. But sup- 
porting those whom BTP expos- 
es for committing blasphemy 
against Srlla Prabhupada would 
be supporting blasphemy. 

5) You call those working 
to prevent blasphemy to Srlla 
Prabhupada through BTP "fool- 
ish". But, we have established that 
such devotees are not at all "fool- 
ish", since they are working to pre- 
vent rather than spread blasphe- 
my. Therefore, if anything, it is ac- 
tually you who are potentially 
"blaspheming devotees" (if per- 
sons such as ourselves who are 
chanting Hare Krishna can be con- 
sidered devotees) by making false 
statements against devotees! 

Purpose of BTP

I feel empty and alone [...] it is a 
source of frustration that if I can- 
not find a living master, I will nev- 
er reach Krishna.'

Editor replies: 

1) Let us first be clear what a 
"living" spiritual master is: 

"So although a physical 
body is not present, the vibra- 
tion should be accepted as the 
presence of the spiritual master, 
vibration. What we have heard 
from the spiritual master, that 
is living." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 13/1/69) 

"A Spiritual Master is the 
principle, not the body." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 28/5/68) 

This "living" spiritual master, 
SrTla Prabhupada, is still availa- 
ble to the whole world. However, 
this lady has taken "living" to only 
mean "physically present", which 
as the quotes above prove, is not 
required in order for the spiritual 
master to be "living". 

2) She states that once one be- 
comes a disciple of SrTla Prabhu- 
pada, then SrTla Prabhupada will 
accompany the disciple for as 
long as it takes him to achieve lib- 
eration. Thus, she actually accepts 
that the spiritual master does not 
need to be physically present to 
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help the disciple "reach Krishna". 
And one can still become SrTla 
Prabhupada's disciple even now. 
Because it is not taught by SrTla 
Prabhupada that one can only be- 
come his disciple during the time 
when he was physically present 
on the planet. 

3) She claims that without a 
"living" spiritual master, one "will 
never reach Krishna". But this has 
never been taught by SrTla Prabhu- 
pada. And we just saw that she 
also accepts that SrTla Prabhupada 
will help the disciple achieve lib- 
eration even though SrTla Prabhu- 
pada is not physically present. 

4) Many of SrTla Prabhupada's 
disciples never met or had any 
interaction with him, and many 
newer devotees inspired by the 
IRM have continued to accept SrTla 
Prabhupada as their guru after his 
physical departure. Yet they attest 
to having a real intimate feeling 
of love for him, and that they are 
not alone since SrTla Prabhupada 
is with them. It is not "mental".

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GBC Guru Explains How Books Get Changed 


B elow we present a GBC mem- 
ber and guru, HH Sivarama 
Swami ("SRS"), explaining how 
books such as the Bhagavad-gita 
can get changed. His explanation 
also proves that ISKCON's gurus 
cannot be trusted to represent the 
disciplic succession (pa ram para). 
Emphases added. 

Perfect parampara 
needed 

SRS: "[...] we have a line of 
disciplic succession who also goes 
back to when Bhagavad-gita was 
written down, and the people 
who wrote it down are trustwor- 
thy people, [...]" 

"Atheist": "How can you be 
sure that your so-called line of 
trustworthy people didn't make 
a few slip-ups here and there, and 
changed a few bits here and there, 
so what you've got now as Bhaga- 
vad-gita may be something which 
is very different to what was actu- 
ally said by your "God"." 

SRS: "Because these peo- 
ple don't make mistakes, they're 
above making mistakes. [...] And 
that's the qualification, that you're 
above illusion, and you're above 
making mistakes. Otherwise you're 
right, otherwise there could be 
changes . But they don't make mis- 
takes because they're perfect rep- 
resentatives of God ." 

(SRS Debate, 19/6/15) 

The above exchange is from 
a mock debate SRS had with an 
"atheist". In order to win this de- 
bate, SRS was forced to concede: 
a) Members of the disciplic 
succession must be perfect, above 
making mistakes. 

b) If the members are not such 
perfect representatives, then the 
Bhagavad-gita can get changed. 

SRS is correct in these state- 
ments as SrTla Prabhupada states 
in a purport to the Bhagavad-gita : 
"A bona fide spiritual mas- 
ter is in the disciplic succession 
from time eternal, and he does 
not deviate at all from the in- 


structions of the Supreme Lord 
as they were imparted millions 
of years ago to the sun-god, 
from whom the instructions of 
Bhagavad-gita have come down 
to the earthly kingdom." 

[Bg., 4.42) 

Having established these facts, 
let us now examine SRS explain- 
ing how they apply to the GBC 
gurus in ISKCON — the supposed 
current members of the disciplic 
succession who "replaced" SrTla 
Prabhupada as the parampara' s 
current link. 

ISKCON's imperfect 
parampara 

SRS had to make these cor- 
rect statements in order to win a 
debate with a role-playing athe- 
ist. However, when the context is 
ISKCON's gurus, many of whom 
have proven themselves to be less 
than perfect, SRS has to give a dif- 
ferent story in order to rationalise 
their less than perfect behaviour: 

"And we can see that our 
present day gurus are not nec- 
essarily self-realized souls, oth- 
erwise we wouldn't be falling 
down, what to speak of even 
leaving the path of Krishna Con- 
sciousness . And particularly 
that deviation takes place when 
you're talking about such condi- 
tioned souls — conditioned souls 
who make mistakes, have im- 
perfect senses, a tendency to be 
illusioned and when they don't 
follow strictly their parampara. 
then there will be deviation. 
How can you guard against it? 
You can't . This is Kali-yuga." 

(SRS Podcast, 13/12/09) 

"in terms of disciple-spiritu- 
al master relationship some lev- 
el of material compatibility is 
there because we're using the 
modes of nature in our advance- 
ment in Krsna consciousness." 
(SRS Podcast, 26/4/15) 

"Then there is the condi- 
tioned soul, spiritual master". 
(SRS Podcast, 15/12/10) 


SRS accepts the ISKCON gu- 
rus are conditioned souls, under 
the material modes of nature, who 
make mistakes. For that is the char- 
acteristic of a conditioned soul: 

"Sastra is without the four 
principal defects that are visi- 
ble in the conditioned soul: im- 
perfect senses, the propensity 
for cheating, certainty of com- 
mitting mistakes, and certainty 
of being illusioned." 

(Bg., 16.24) 

Therefore, given SRS's own 
statements in the last section: 

a) We should not accept pres- 
entations of sastra that are given 
by the conditioned soul gurus in 
ISKCON. 

b) We should stick with the 
presentation of sastra given only 
by the perfect guru, SrTla Prabhu- 
pada. 

SRS gives own Bhagavatam 

One sastra that SrTla Prabhu- 
pada has translated and present- 
ed via his purports, is the Srimad- 
Bhagavatam. SRS has written 
a book Sadhavo Hrdyarh Mahy- 
am ("SHM"), in which he gives 
his own explanation for the part 
of the 4th Chapter, 9th Canto, of 
the Srimad-Bhagavatam , that de- 
scribes the meeting between 
Lord Narayana and Durvasa Muni 
and the events leading up to it. He 
does this by admitting that he has 
invented conversations to 'explain' 
what happens. So, for example, 
after Durvasa Muni arrives in Vai- 
kuntha-dhama (the spiritual king- 
dom), and before Lord Narayana 
instructs him, SRS makes up what 
he imagines that the Supreme 
Personality of Godhead must have 
been thinking: 

"the Lord thought. " Brah - 
manas and Vaisnavas! And so 
continues the age-old misun- 
derstanding of those brah- 
manas who are devoid of devo- 
tion to Me. [...] the Lord of Vai- 
kuntha mused. "By disclosing 
My mind to Durvasa Muni, peo- 



ple will know that Vaisnavas like 
Ambarlsa are so great that they 
do not strive for liberation." 
{SHM, Introduction) 

The above is just a small sam- 
ple, for SRS's whole book consists 
of such fabricated "conversations" 
that are made up by SRS. To justi- 
fy this, SRS claims that the previ- 
ous acaryas also explained things 
in this way. But since SRS is not an 
acarya, he is admitting that he is 
imitating the acaryas. The actu- 
al acarya is SrTla Prabhupada, and 
he has already perfectly explained 
the Srimad-Bhagavatam for us in 
his purports, free from mistakes, 
as he is a perfect member of the 
parampara. Thus, there is no need 
for SRS to give his own version of 
the Srimad-Bhagavatam, not to 
speak of in the form of such imag- 
ined " conversations" that did not 
actually take place. This reveals 
that SRS himself has the tendency 
to "change" the sastra given to us 
by the acarya in order to present 
his own version. 

Conclusion 

It is confirmed that we need 
perfect gurus so we get a perfect 
parampara free from mistakes. 
Otherwise the situation becomes 
so pathetic that we do not even 
have the basis to defeat athe- 
ism! But it is also confirmed that 
ISKCON does not provide such a 
perfect parampara. Therefore, we 
must take shelter only in the direct 
words of the perfect guru, SrTla 
Prabhupada. 


■ 
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A Guru like Srila Prabhupada 


M any devotees want a per- 
fect guru who is just like Srila 
Prabhupada. However, this poses 
a problem for the GBC gurus in 
ISKCON, who are nothing like Srila 
Prabhupada but rather just very im- 
perfect substitutes. In a lecture ti- 
tled "A Guru like Srila Prabhupada" 
which was posted on his website 
on 2/9/15, ISKCON guru HH Kad- 
amba Kanana Swami ("KKS") 
acknowledges this situation by spe- 
cifically addressing the following: 
"What happens to an aspiring 
devotee who may have read Srila 
Prabhupada's books , read his lec- 
tures and loves serving and associ- 
ating with the devotees but cannot 
find a spiritual master on the level of 
Srila Prabhupada. Srila Prabhupada 
has said that the disciple should ac- 
cept the spiritual master 'as good as 
God' and be ready to sacrifice their 
life to him. If such an aspiring dev- 
otee feels this way towards Srila 
Prabhupada but cannot find any- 
one who satisfies 'as good as God' is 
he then forced to take initiation from 
someone who he does not have full 
respect for?" 

The quotes in the shaded box- 
es are taken from this lecture. 

No one like Srila Prabhu- 
pada 

"Srila Prabhupada was such a won- 
derful, pure devotee of the Lord 
that such a spiritual master may 
not always be here [...] You have 
heard that guru means heavy so 
you are weighing and each one is 
not heavy enough because Srila 
Bhaktisiddhanta Sarasvatl Thaku- 
ra said that a guru is heavy! [. . .] he 
is heavy because he never chang- 
es his position. So every time you 
may find that no one compares to 
Srila Prabhupada". 

KKS accepts that ISKCON's GBC 
gurus are not like Srila Prabhu- 
pada with reasoning that vindi- 
cates BTP's position. He states that 
they are not "heavy" and thus una- 
ble to never change their position. 


And we demonstrate this continu- 
al changing of positions and self- 
contradiction by ISKCON's gurus 
in BTP and our other literatures. A 
good example is KKS's own guru 
HH Jayadvaita Swami ("JAS"). For 
example, JAS first claimed: 

"That a spiritual master in- 
itiates until his departure and 
then his disciples initiate next 
is the normal system. On this we 
are all in agreement. This is what 
Srila Prabhupada taught the en- 
tire time he was with us." 

(JAS, Where the Rtvik People Are 
Wrong, 1 996) 

Then a few years later he re- 
jected this position regarding 
"what Srila Prabhupada taught 
the entire time he was with us" by 
making KKS a guru: 

"HH Jayadvaita Swami re- 
quested his disciple to become 
an initiating spiritual master, al- 
though generally by etiquette 
one will not initiate in the phys- 
ical presence of his own spiritu- 
al master" 

(KKS website biography, archived ‘07 
- extract subsequently removed) 


"while we looking at the qualifi- 
cation of the spiritual master and 
we may wonder if he is power- 
ful enough, we should also look 
at our own qualification as a dis- 
ciple! We should also look at our 
own situation and we are proba- 
bly worse off than all these spirit- 
ual masters that we are looking at. 
We may look at the spiritual mas- 
ter and find something that may 
not be up to the highest level, but 
where are we in our progress!? We 
are in a position where we need all 
the help we can get". 

KKS then claims that even 
though the GBC "successor" diksa 
gurus may be substandard, it does 
not matter because we still need 
help from someone who is more 
advanced than us. However, Srila 
Prabhupada forbids such sub- 


standard gurus, stating we should 

be "careful to accept an uttama- 
adhikari as a spiritual master" 
(The Nectar of Instruction, Chapter 
5). More importantly, such sub- 
standard diksa gurus are not nec- 
essary, since Srila Prabhupada al- 
ready provided gurus who, though 
not on his level, are able to help, 
called instructing or siksci gurus: 
"The GBC should all be the 
instructor gurus. I am in the in- 
itiator guru, and you should be 
the instructor guru by teaching 
what I am teaching and doing 
what I am doing. This is not a ti- 
tle, but you must actually come 
to this platform. This I want." 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 4/8/75) 
However, such helpers were 
never authorised to replace Srila 
Prabhupada as the initiating or 
diksa guru, and he therefore re- 
mains as ISKCON's diksa guru. 


"if we can find only Srila Prabhu- 
pada suitable to give us guidance, 
the problem is that we cannot di- 
rectly ask him a question nor can 
he directly turn to us and correct 
us as we need it." 

KKS then offers another jus- 
tification for why we need to ac- 
cept the substandard GBC gurus 
as diksa successors to Srila Prabhu- 
pada. He states that Srila Prabhu- 
pada cannot be asked a question 
or correct us. However: 

a) Even when Srila Prabhupada 
was physically present, the major- 
ity of his disciples never had any 
contact with him, and therefore 
it was not necessary to be able to 
ask Srila Prabhupada a question or 
be corrected by him through phys- 
ical interaction. Rather, as we just 
saw, Srila Prabhupada had an army 
of disciples trained to do just this, 
such as GBCs, temple presidents, 
etc. They were instructing, or siksci, 
gurus and not authorised to re- 
place Srila Prabhupada as the ini- 
tiating guru for ISKCON.

b) The ISKCON GBC gurus also 
do not have Srila Prabhupada to 
answer their questions or correct 
them. And yet, they claim to have 
made great spiritual advancement 
without such "physical guidance". 
For example, from 1978-1986, JAS 
was without this "physical" guid- 
ance from Srila Prabhupada. And 
yet, the result of not having this 
supposedly "essential" physical 
guidance from Srila Prabhupada is 
that he still became a supposedly 
"good as God" diksa guru in 1986! 
Thus, if such "physical guidance" is 
not "essential" for them , it is not es- 
sential for anyone else. 


Srila Prabhupada already au- 
thorised a system of "helpers" to 
assist others in spiritual life. They 
are instructing gurus who simply 
guide people to read and follow 
Srila Prabhupada's teachings. How- 
ever, he did not authorise such per- 
sons to replace him as ISKCON's ini- 
tiating or diksa guru, and therefore 
Srila Prabhupada remains every- 
one's diksa guru in ISKCON. Unfor- 
tunately, as we are continually doc- 
umenting in BTP, ISKCON's leaders 
appear to not even be qualified to 
act as such "helpers", as they are 
usually helping themselves rather 
than helping others to strictly fol- 
low Srila Prabhupada! 

Hence, there is no need to ac- 
cept a poor substitute for Srila 
Prabhupada as our spiritual master, 
since a guru just like Srila Prabhu- 
pada already exists. His name is... 
Srila Prabhupada!

Conclusion 
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Philosophy v. Illiterate Sahajiya Sentiment 


A 

S rila Prabhupada explains that 
sahajiyas, a deviant sect of pseu- 
do-devotees, are illiterate: 

"Rascals, they are all... These 
sahajiyas, you'll find most of 
them illiterate. Not a single of 
them is even literate, they are 
so low class." 

(Morning Walk, 12/8/76) 

And therefore when it comes 
to matters of philosophy, they 
avoid engaging in them by criti- 
cising real devotees as being phi- 
losophers and scholars, whilst 
claiming they are acting on the 
level of devotion, or bhakti: 

"The prakrta-sahajiyas some- 
times criticize pure devotees 
by calling them philosophers, 
learned scholars, knoweu of 
the truth, or minute observers, 
but not devotees. On the oth- 
er hand, they depict themselves 
as the most advanced, transcen- 
dentally blissful devotees, deep- 
ly absorbed in devotional ser- 
vice and mad to taste transcen- 
dental mellows." 

(Cc., Antya-lila, 20.28) 

We find the same sahajiya tac- 
tics employed by the GBC-elect- 
ed guru hoaxers in relation to the 
philosophical arguments put for- 
ward by the IRM. Unable to actu- 
ally respond philosophically, they 
simply similarly criticise that the 
IRM are just "expert in argumen- 
tation" but do not have "bhakti". 
The quotes in the shaded boxes 
below are from a lecture given on 
24/3/15 by GBC-elected guru, HH 
Bhakti Vikasa Swami ("BVKS"). 

No philosophy 

"[...] Kutarka, bad reasoning. Be- 
cause of that their heart becomes 
hard like a thunderbolt. [...] This 
word kutarka is also very much 
applicable to these rtvik-vadis. 
They make this very convoluted 
system of argumentation in which 
they take one quote from here... 
one quote out of context from 
one place [...] So they're very ex- 
pert in argumentation, but the 


result is they don't get any bhak- 
ti. They may be convinced they're 
right, but by such paralogical ar- 
gumentation their hearts simply 
become hardened." 

BVKS claims the persons put- 
ting forward the philosophical ar- 
guments of the IRM (whom BVKS 
calls " rtvik-vadis ") construct very 
convoluted arguments by extract- 
ing out-of-context quotations and 
use "bad reasoning" and "paralog- 
ical argumentation" (i.e. argumen- 
tation which is illogical). However, 
BVKS claims that using such illogi- 
cal and badly reasoned arguments 
is "very expert"! Thus, it is actual- 
ly BVKS who is using bad reason- 
ing and being illogical by claim- 
ing that using illogical and bad ar- 
guments is "very expert". And it is 
because BVKS is unable to give a 
single example of where we quote 
out of context, or where our argu- 
ments are paralogical and badly 
reasoned, that he is forced to con- 
cede that our arguments are "very 
expert"! Then, to counter this, all 
he can do is claim without any 
philosophical evidence that we 
do not have any "bhakti". 

Philosophy required 

Yet, Srila Prabhupada states 
that bhakti (devotion) is based 
on "reason, argument and knowl- 
edge", without which it becomes a 
disturbance to society: 

"Nor does knowledge come 
from sentiment. Devotion is not 
sentiment. It is a science. Srila 
Rupa Gosvami says, "A show of 
spirituality without reference to 
the Vedic knowledge is simply 
a disturbance to society." One 
must taste the nectar of devo- 
tion by reason, argument and 
knowledge, and then he must 
pass it on to others. One should 
not think that Krsna conscious- 
ness is mere sentimentality." 

(On the Way to Krsna, Chapter 4) 

And BVKS displays such illiter- 
ate sahajiya sentimentality by not 


being able to counter the IRM's ar- 
guments with reason, argument 
and knowledge, and instead rely- 
ing on simply claiming that we are 
bereft of bhakti. 

Cannot reply 

"They think, "O, we defeated them!" 
Because after some time people get 
fed up of arguing with them, and 
then they just don't reply. And they 
say "We never got any reply". You're 
not going to spend your whole life 
wasting your time with these use- 
less people." 

BVKS then goes on to defend 
not responding to the philosophi- 
cal arguments put forward by the 
IRM by claiming that people are 
"fed up" of arguing with them, 
and that it would be "wasting 
your whole life" to argue with such 
"useless people". However, the re- 
ality is that it appears the only rea- 
son people may be "fed up" with 
arguing with the IRM is because 
every time they even attempt to 
do this, they only end up agreeing 
with the IRM!: 

1 ) The Final Order (" TFO "), the 
foundational paper of the IRM, 
presented a response to the GBC's 
position on gurus. This position at 
the time was encapsulated in a 
GBC paper called On My Order Un- 
derstood , which the GBC said "es- 
tablishes as ISKCON law the fi- 
nal siddhanta (conclusion)" for 
their position. TFO comprehen- 
sively showed that the conclu- 
sions and arguments of that pa- 
per were false. The GBC effective- 
ly agreed with this, in that in 2004 
it withdrew the very paper TFO 
was commissioned to respond to, 
accepting that it contained "lies", 
and that it "stretches the truth 
and contains poor logic". Please 
see here:

2) In 2012, due to illiteracy 
and desperation, BVKS foolish- 
ly endorsed a paper, "Defeat of 
Rtvik-Vada", claiming it defeated

TFO. But this paper actually ends 
up conceding all the key conclu- 
sions of TFO as well as stating that 
BVKS is an unauthorised deviant!

3) In 2014, the GBC issued a 
"Foundational Document" which 
they said definitively set out Srila 
Prabhupada's permanent position 
for ISKCON. In this they ended 
up conceding TFO's position that 
Srila Prabhupada will always be 
ISKCON's diksa guru by dint of 
his position as ISKCON's Founder- 
Acarya. Please see here: 
www.iskconirm.com/FA 

Thus, they do not reply, not 
because they do not want to 
"waste time", but because they 
can't! Indeed, every time they 
even attempt to reply, they end 
up agreeing with TFO! 

Conclusion 

Srila Prabhupada states that 
those espousing false philoso- 
phies should be confronted and 
defeated with logic and reasoning: 

"Similarly, those who are 
Krsna conscious should also kill 
— not by weapons but by logic, 
by reasoning, and by education." 
[Teachings of Queen Kunti, Chapter 24) 

Thus, those who hide behind 
the "no philosophy, only bhakti" 
smokescreen are simply illiterate 
sahajiya sentimentalists attempt- 
ing to cover up their inability to 
respond to the IRM's position.

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Charity Begins at Home 
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I SKCON GBC-elected guru Kripamoya Dasa states that we need to take an honest look at ISKCON's past and present, and that this honest appraisal 
should be done by those within the institution, since ISKCON's critics can be "extremely uncharitable":
